Mining Notes. 


Official Mineral Production of Canada for 
1896, Compared with 1895. 


The following statistics, issued by 
the Geological Suryey of Canada, shews 
the principle changes in production and 
values of the mineral product of Can- 
ada during the year 1896, as compared 
with the figures given in the revised 
summary for 1895 :—

It will be seen from the above figures 
that increases are shewn in the produc- 
tion of coal, copper, gold, lead and 
silver, while the output of iron ore, 
natural gas and nickel has fallen off to 
aconsiderable extent. The increase in 
coalis altogether due to Nova Scotia, 
which produced 296,153 net tons more 
than in 1895, but this increased output 
is offset in a large measure by a de- 
crease of 104,629 tons in the production 
of British Columbia. 

Copper shows a large decrease in On- 
tario anda small increase in Quebec, 
while British Columbia’s contribution 
is 8,818,556 lbs., which amount is 1,- 
848,193 lbs, more than in 1895, 

In gold, large increases are to be 
credited to Nova Scotia and Ontario, 
but British Columbia heads the list 
with an increase over the previous year 
of $497,675, 

Owing to the dull state of the iron 
market during the year, the production 
of iron ore has fallen off to a consider- 
able extent in all the provinces, with 
the exception of Ontario, The excep- 
tion is directly due to the erection of 
the blast furnace at Hamilton, Ontario, 
the company obtaining all the Canadian 
ores smelted from the province. The 
production of lead is altogether that of 
British Columbia, and has increased in 
the year by oyer 1,000,000 lbs., but a 
decrease in the market price of some 
eight percent lessens the total value by 
$28,581. 

Natural gasshews a decrease in value 
of $146,761, or about 8! percent, which 
would seem to be due to a heavy falling 
off in the production of the Welland 
gas-field. 

Ontario’s nickel production is redused 
during the year by nearly 409,000 lbs. 
and shows a decrease in thie value of 
over $200,000, 

British Columbia shows an output of 
silver amounting to 8,185,848 ozs., valu- 
ed at $2,100,869, an increase. during the 
past twelve months, of 1,429,660 ozs. in 
quantity, and in value of nearly a mil- 
lion dollars, 

The total mineral production of Can- 
ada during 1893, according to the offi- 
cial report of the Geological Suryey of 
Canada is as follows :—Gold, $2,810,206; 
silver, $2,147,588; co pper, fine, in ore, 
etc., $1,021,148; nickel, fine, in ore, ete., 
$1,155,000; lead, fine, in ore, etc., $721,- 
384; iron ore, $184,813,

Bills at Ottawa.

Ottawa, March 1.—Seventy-three 
private bills are entered for the 
coming session. One is a divorce 
bill coming from Hamilton; 39 are 
railway bills, of which 17 are for 
incorporation, and 22 for amend- 
ments to the charters, such as ex- 
tension of time for construction, 
and extended powers of borrowing 
money; 27 are miscellaneous, 12 
being for incorporation of new com- 
panies, and 15 for amendments to 
existing acts. The remaining bills 
are duplications, or slight altera- 
tions of some or other of the forego- 
ing with which they will eventually 
become amalgamated. It will take 
no short session to put all these 
bills throngh,

Canada’s Population. 


Toronto, March 1.—(Special, )— 
The Mail and Empire's Ottawa 
special says: The population of 
Canada, as estimated by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for the past 
fiscal year, is 5,125. 3. It does not 
follow that these ¢ the accurate 
figures, but they are considered to 
be approximately correct. The 
estimated population in 1891 was 
4,8 , and the census showed 
that the actual figures were 4,833, - 
239. The estimates, therefore, came 
within ten thousand of the count. 
Taking into consideration the influx 
of population that ought to follow 
the mining development, it is con- 
sidered that it is not to much to ex: 
pect that when the census is taken 
four years hence, the country will 
contain at least five and a half mil- 
lions. The estimates that are made 
from year to year are based on the 
immigration returns, and the aver 
age birth and mortality rate. The 
figures since last census given from 
year to year are as follows: 1892, 
1, 1893, 4,965,528; 1894, 
5,021,476; 1895, 5,088,424; 1896,

Belleville Magnates in Town. 


They Walt upon the Grand Trunk Manager, 


Krom Friday's Montreal Witness. 


A deputation from Belleville,Ont., 
consisting of Sir Mackenzie Bowell, 
Mr. H. Corby, M.P., Mayor J. W. 
Jolnston, Messrs. S. Masson, J. M, 
Starling and A. F. Wood, ex-M.P.P., 
of Madoc, had an interyiew to-day 
at two o’clock with the authorities 
of the Grand Trunk for the purpose 
of asking the latter to take over and 
operate a line of railway six miles 


7|in length between Madoe and El- 


dorado. This line was built some 
time ago, and received municipal 
and goyernment support, but owing 
to the falling off of mining opera- 
tions in this district the line fell into 
disuse. The deputation urged the 
argument that this line is a connect- 
ing link between the Central On- 
tario Railway and the North Hast- 
ings division of the Grand Trunk. 

The manager, Mr. Hays, received 
the deputation kindly,and promised 
that the company would take the 
matter into consideration. 

The members of the deputation 
arrived in the city last night, and 
stopped at the Windsor Hotel.

COLONIAL TROOPS. 

Most of the colonies 
accepted the invitation of the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies, Mr: 
Joseph Chamberlain, to send represen- 
tations of troops to the Queen’s Dia- 
mond Jubilee celebrations, and they 
are expected to greatly enhance the 
attractions of the processions. Canada, 
New South Wales, Victoria, Queens- 
land, South Australia, New Zealand, 
the Cape of Good Hope, Natal, Trin- 
idad, and Cyprus are sending cavalry, 
the troopers to be sent by the last be- 
ing mounted zaptiehs. Some infantry 
and artillery are coming from else- 
where .as far distant as the Gold 
Coast, Georgetown, and Hong-Kong. 
A general officer will be appointed to 
command the whole force. The vis- 
itors will be housed in the military 
barracks of the Home districts. 

FRANCE NOT PREPARED. 

In response to the question put to a 
leading Minister why the French Gov- 
ernment has treated Sir M. Hicks- 
Beach’s declarations about Egypt with 
so much caution, the, reply was made: 
—Because M. Hanotaux and his col- 
leagues know that France is not pre- 
pared for naval warfare. The condi- 
tion of the French fleet puts France as 
a sea power in a worse mess than she 
was in as a military power on enter- 
ing upon the war of 1870.” 

THE NILE EXPEDITION. 


By the end of this year the British 
Government expects to hold Egypt and 
the Soudan from the White Nile to 
the Mediterranean. To complete the 
English regime, the mixed tribunal, 
whose term of existence under the 
treaty will expire in 1898, will be re- 
formed, or so revised as to give Eng- 
Tand amajority in the tribunal. Late 
news fromi Cairo fixes the start of the 
Upper Nile expedition for June. The 
Egyptian forces will number 22,000, 
strengthened by Anglo-Indian forces to 
a total of $2,000. ‘The new eunboat 
now being completed in England for 
the expedition/ carry each six machine 
sn with one twelve-pounder. They 

ave only two feet of draught, are 
twin screw boats, and carry their big 
gun forward. Gix of these formidable 
crafts will be at the service of the ex- 

dition, and will carry the most terri- 
le weapons of war the dervishes have 
yet encountered. * 


JUBILEE ARRANGEMENTS. 


Although the Queen has been back 
at Windsor from Osborne for barely a 
week, she is engaged daily with mem- 
bers of the Royal family, court offi- 
cials, and others, in connection with 
the arrangements for the diamond jubi- 
lee. The Empress Frederick and the 
Princess Beatrice are with her. ‘The 
story goes thut the Queen has given 
her patronage to ascheme of the Chil- 
dren's Band of Hope Union (whose 
jubilee is next year): for obtaining a 
million more adult teetotallers to the 
ranks of the various societies this year. 

ANOTHER OCEAN GREYHOUND. 

Some incorrect reports have been sent 
out regarding the new fast liner which 
will be built at Belfast this year for 
the White Star line, ‘The Oceanic will be 
704 feet long, or 25 feet longer than 
the Great Eastern, and 17,000 gross ton- 
nage. It is expected she will be as fast 
as the crack Cunarders, but there will 
be no attempt to get twenty-seven 
knots, which has been reported as the 
expected speed. ‘The company an- 
nounces that a much higher speed than 
that now contemplated is quite prac- 
ticable from an engineering. point of 
view. It has been determined to aim 
ata regular Wednesday morning ar- 
rival, both at New York and Liverpool, 
making Queenstown by daylight, and 
enabling passengers’ travelling to 
ceS beyond the port of arrival to 
reach their destinations during the 
day. It is calculated that the Oceanic 
will be able to steam round the world 
without recoaling, at twelve knots, if 
necessary, a8 a reserve vessel of the 
British navy. It is expected to launch 
the vessel next January. ‘The White 
Star line now has no less than 103,000 
Abe tonnage under construction at Bel- 
‘ast. 

RAILWAY CARRIAGE MURDER. 

The police seem to have reached the 
end of their resources in seeking to 
solye the mystery of the railway car- 
riage murder. Every clue in their pos- 
session thus far has been run down 
without result. They investigated no 
less than forty rumors in regard to 
iron pestles, but were unable to trace 
the one with which the crime was com- 
mitted The public and the police 
themselves are beginning to believe 
that the tragedy must be added to the 
Jack-the-Ripper category. No ade- 
quate motive has n discovered, and 
as far as anybody to 
learn the murder was committed for 
the mere sake of killing This idea 
has naturally givena fresh impetus to 
the popular protests against th ong 
lish form of railway travel The local 
roads admit that the receipts from 
first and second-class travel have fall- 
en off sharply since the crime was dis- 
covered.

HE WORLD'S POPULATION. 
Uncqual Diviston of Inhabitants to the 
Square Mile, 

The population of the world, accord- 
ing to an estimate made by the Royal 
Geographical Society in 1891, is very 
unevenly divided, whether considered 
with regard to the number of inhabi- 
tants to the square mile, or to their 
geographical distribution over the 
the earth. Europe has 3,555,000 square 
miles, and 380,200,000 inhabitants, or 
106.9 to the square mile, being the 
most densely settled portion of the 
earth’s surface. Asia comes second 
with 14,710,000 square miles and a 
population of 850,000,000, or 57.7 inhabi- 
tants per square mile; North America 
third, with 6,446,000 square miles, and 
a population of 89,250,000, or 13.8 per 
square mile; Africa fourth, 11,514,000 
square miles, population 127,000,000 or 
11 persons to the square mile; then 
South America, with 6,837,000 square 
miles and 36,420,000 inhabitants, or 5.3 
per square mile; Australia, 3,288,000 
square miles, 4,730,000 inhabitants, or 
1.4 per square mile, and the polar re- 
gion, with 4,888,000 square miles, a 
population of 200,000 or .7 inhabitants 
a square mile. John Bartholomew, 
he statistician, of Edinburgh, from 
data very carefully collected, estimates 
that the Mongolian race is the most 
numerous, numbering 630,000,000; the 
Indo-Germanic comes next, with 5465,- 
500,000 the negro and Bantu races 
number 150,000,000 ; the Semitic or Haa- 
mitic race, inhabiting the southwestern 
part of Asia, the peninsula of Arabia 
and North Africa, numbers 65,000,000 ; 
the Malay and Polynesian races num- 
ber 35,000,000; the Indians of the Am- 
ericas, 15,000,000, and the MHottentot 

tribes of South Africa 150,000.

Great Mortality in Eombay—Awful Scenes 


in the Fanitue Districts. 

Since the outbreak of the plague, 
6,853 cases have been reported in Bom- 
bay, and 5,447 deaths from that cause 
have been reported. In Bombay Pre- 
sidency, 9,911 cases and 8,006 deaths 
from the plague have occurred. 


The special representative of the As- 


sociated Press who is visiting the fa- 
mine-stricken districts of India has in- 
spected the central native States and 
Bundelkund district. People from the 


former have been flocking into Brit- 
ish territory for the past month, and 
hundreds of starving Parsons are meet- 
ing the trains and begging as their 
only chance of substence. The vil- 
lages are turning the refugees away 
and many are dying on the rails, Walk- 
ing from one station to another, the 
correspondent found five dead bodies 
along the line. Children are deserted, 
and left to forage for themselves. 

The Rajahs were the last in startin 
relief works, and then the mischie 
was already done. 

The mortality is awful at Banda, the 
blackest spot of the Bundelkund pro- 
vince, where, out of a population of 
700,000, 200,000 are receiving relief. The 
number is expected to reach 300,000.

BENIN CITY CAPTURED.

Complete Success of the British Experlt- 


tion, 

A despatch from Brass, Niger Coast 
Protectorate, says:—The expedition 
which was formed to punish Drunami, 
King of Benin, for the murder of the 
members of a peaceable British expe- 
dition which was attempting to reach 
Benin Citty, has been entirely success- 
ful. The expedition has captured Ben- 
in City, and the King is a fugitive. 
He fled northward, but a part of the 
expedition is in pursuit of him, and it 
is expected he will be taken prisoner. 
When the expedition entered the town 
it was found that it well deserved its 
name of “City of Blood.’’ Many vic- 
tims of the Ju Ju, or fetish priests, 
‘vere found crucified, they having been 
sacrificed to the various gods. The Ju 


Ju houses and their compounds were 
reeking with the blood of those who 


had recently been beheaded in the 
religious ceremonies. In the fighting 
that took place before the town was 


captured seventeen European and 23 na- 
tive: members of the exhibition were 
killed or wounded, No trace was found 
of Mr. Campbell, a Consular official 
who was captured by the Beninites 
at the time of the massacre. It is sup- 
posed that he was killed by his captors 
shortly after he was made a prisoner.

Unjust Taxation. 


The Single Tax Association of 
Toronto sends the following for 
publication, which is worthy of con- 
sideration :— 

An address has been forwarded 
to the Hon. A. S. Hardy and other 
members of the Legislative As- 
sembly, by the Single Tax Associa- 
tion, the Trades and Labor Council, 
and ten other organizations, calling 
attention to the present injustice in 
the method of taxation. From this 
address we make the following ex- 
tracts :— 

“Let two men acquire possession 
of different portions of land. The 
first clears his lot, fences it, drains 
it, erects the necessary buildings, 
beautifies it, and trys to render it 
as productive as possible. Thus he 
endeayors to put that land to’ its 
yery best use. When he has thus 
done his utmost to add to the pros- 
perity and well-being of the com- 
munity, then, according to law, for 
every act of improyement his taxes 
must be increased. 

On the other hand the second 
man employs no labor, he raises no 
crop, he makes no improvement and 
adds nothing to the weaJth or pros- 
perity of the community. He puts 
his land to the worst possible use ; 
namely, to secure wealth by the 
impoverishment of others. Not 
merely does he raise no crop him- 
self ; but he hopes to obtain, and in 
many cases does obtain a share of 
the crops and other products pro- 

duced by other men. This he is 
enabled to do because his taxes are 
kept low. 

Thus, the better a man does for 
his country the worse the country 
does for him. 

The man who by his industry 
brings forth twenty bushels where 
he puts in one, or who by the appli- 
cation of his labor converts clay 
and timber into a dwelling, is pur- 
suing the honest course of acquiring 
wealtli. He creates prosperity and 
thus establishes a right to enjoy 
prosperity. But when a man 
raises no crop on his land, when he 
adds nothing whatever to the pros- 
perity of the country, when by 


Struggles in the most disadvanta- 
geous location, and who receives 
the least advantage from govern- 
ment, the farmer who struggles 
with a mortgage which he finds it 
impossible to reduce, much less to 
pay off, the laborer, who with his 
utmost toil secures but a miserable 
livelihood, the sewing woman who 
succeeds in some way in sustaining 
life on Sweat-shop wages ; all these 
must give several days toil every 
year, directly or indirectly, for the 
support of government. On the 
other hand, in our iaiye cities, a 
man may collect a fortune yearly 
from ground rents, and neyer be 
called on to give one hour's service 
in a life time to support govern- 
ment or to support anything else. 

That which we plead for: namely, 
the abolition of the law that taxes 
a man for making improvements, 
has been already adopted in a 
greater or less degree in the legis- 
lature of Manitoba, the North West 
Provinces, British Columbia, New 
Zealand, New South Wales and 
South Australia. 

We would, therefore, urge that 
the legislature of this Province either 
amend the assessment act so as to

by the industry of others ? 

And yet the law imposes increased 
taxes on the honest method of ac- 
quiring wealth, as though it were 
an evil to be supressed, and it keeps 
dowh taxes on the extortionate mis- 
use of land, as though it were a 
a good to be fostered. ‘Thus,honesty 
is discouraged and extortion is in- 
directly bonused. 

Could we bring a stronger indict- 
ment against the present method of 
taxation? Industry, honesty, enter- 
prise, the very source and fountain 
of prosperity, taxed heavily and 
consequently depressed ; extortion, 
non-enterprise, non-improvement 
taxed lightly and thus aided. 

But the injustice of the present 
system of taxation is most manifest 
in the large cities, the larger the 
city the greater the injustice. The 
land in the heart of Toronto is 
worth from $20,000 to $50,000 per 
acre per annum, equivalent to a 
capital value, reaching to upwards 
of a million dollars peraecre. From 
this centre the value declines till in 
the outer settlements of the Province | 


it finally reaches the vanishing 
point. The owner of the acre in 


Toronto, without doing the first pro- 
ductive act, may draw from in- 
dustry a fortune yearly, while the 
owner of the farm at the outer mar- 
gin of settlements must toil like a 
slave for a meagre pittance. 

Now here are two men, one lux- 
urlating in affluence, the other} 
struggling in poverty. And how 
are these two men taxed.

Fires. 

On Saturday night the residence of 
Mr. Jas. Heyworth, in this village, was 
destroyed by fire. The alarm was 
giyen about 8 o'clock and the engine 
was quickly taken out, but no water 
was ayailable and beyond assisting to 
remove the effects the crowd was power- 
less to save the building. Happily Mr. 
Heyworth’s new residence was nearly 
completed, and the family was able to 
occupy it with what furniture was 
saved.

Counting out the Sundays and legal 
holidays, she has a little less than $20 
amonth, Of this she must pay at 
least $2 for her room—very small, up 
under the roof, and without fire. She 
must make $2 more do for her washing 
and the absolutely necessary repairs 
of her toilet. Then she may succeed 
im cutting down her total expenses of 
food amd drink to 40 cents a day or 
$12 for the month. She will thus be 
able to lay aside $4 a month during 


leisure. 


own and their families’ clothes to be 
made at this time; and they allow the 
poor girls to fill in the workshops the 
poor little orders they muy have got 
for themselves. Aunts and cousins and 
friends can pay something for the 
making of their common gowns, and 
every little helps. This is even given 
as the reason why all the women of 
Paris dress in thé fashion.

The fine lady who for a brief ~ half 
hour comes in contact with a “tryer- 
on” or a “skirt maker” can hardly be 
expected to do anything. The employer 
of labor will continue to pay for 
work as little as he can. The Comte 
d’Haussonville of the Academy has 
sot himself to find some remedy, and 
thinks he has found ait least an allevi- 
ere of the evil. Time, perhaps, will 
ell.

How a Bride and Groom Were Annoyed 
on a Train, 

“T’lk have some fun with that couple

the eight months while work holds on, 
against the dead season. This sup- 
poses that she buys nothing new for 
her own dress, although even the cos- 
tumes of sewing girls wear out sooner 
or later. And she must deprive her- 
self of every amusement that costs the 
least sum of money—of books amd ex- 
cursions, of music and the theatre— 
the whole year round. It is hard, in 
Paris, at 20 years of age. 

At best, then, these sewing girls 
reach the dead season with $32 saved 
up to meet it, As it lasts four months 
and their necessary expenses go on 
at the rate of $16 a month, they have 
a very pretty problem in economy be- 
fore them. If, as happens ta many, 
they have been earning only seventy 
cents a day, or, as with beginners, only 
sixty, the readjustment of their mode 
of living presents yet nicer difficul- 
ties. There are various way of soly- 
ing them. A 

In a big shop near the luxurious 
Opera, toward the end of the dead sea- 
son, when tourists start up trade by 
having their dressmaking done in 
Paris before sailing homeward, a young 
gir! asked for work. 

“We have none at present,” 
the answer. 

She turned in silence to go away, 
when she staggered and would have 
fallen. She was made to sit down, 
and the kindly forewoman questioned 
her closely. 

‘Iam very hungry,” she said at last; 
and then, now that the bounds were 
broken, she added, blushing: “Oh, ma- 
dame, it is so long since [ have been 
able to change my linen |” 2 

It is well to know the details of 
this economy in food which has to be 
practised by so many young girls 
that never know what it is to eat 
according to their hunger. ‘heir first 
step*is naturally to try to get cre- 
dit from the creamery and bakery. 
This does not last long, and it only 
adds painfully to the next year’s bur- 
den, The lodging house and eating 
house never give anything on trust. 
When the credit has run out, retrench- 
ments have to be made, not in the 
superfluities, but in the necessaries of 
life. So far the “little breakfast’— 
the warm mouthful taken in the morn- 
ing to stay the stomach till the noon- 
day lunch—has counted for about three 
cents in the day's expenses. Of this, 
two cents are spent for a bowl of 
hot milk or of milk and coffee, accord- 
ing to taste, with one cent for a 
roll or piece of bread. 

It is hard for a young stomach to 
remain empty until noon, but hard- 
ex things are to come, ‘This is when 
the noonday meal itself has to be cut 
down. The glass of cheap wine and 
the little cup of black coffee, without 
which even the I’rench poor scarcely 
think jLhey can ealt, go first. If things 
come to the worst, meat also has to 
be dispensed with. Then the meal 
will consist of two cents’ worth of 
bread amd a few more cents for hot 
potatoes or beans—starehy food that 
is filling and deceives the hunger, And 
at the very worst, the two cents’ 
worth of bread have to do alone, eat- 
en while walking about ‘that the 
misery may not be betrayed. Some- 
times, for here superlatives are want- 
ing, starvation only marking the limit, 
the noonday meal is simply replaced 
by sitting In a public square for half 
an hour, or, when the weather is 
bad, in a church, . 

In the evening, when something 
must be eaten, the bread is eked out 
with cheap sausages from the pork but- 
cher, Yr a potato stew, into which a 
bit of meat is thrown to give it a taste, 
In this way some of these young girls 
manage to reduce their expenses for 
food to 10 cents a day. When hun- 
ger gnaws too sharply they can stay 
the whole day in bed, It is the dan- 
gerous time for their youth and inex- 
perience, with the glad summer all 
around them.

The meat and the gravy, should not 
be mixed together at the end of the 
meal but left in separate dishes. It 
looks much neater and besides the 
meat is nicer to handle when it is to 
be used again. It is a good plan to 
have other seasonings except merely 
salt and pepper in fixing over meats 
as the seasoning is a great, point. Cel- 
ery salt imparts a delicious flavor, and 
so do the many herbs which most 
housewives cultivate in their vegetable 
Gardens, such as sage, thyime, parsley, 
dill and marjoram. ‘tomato or mush- 
_Toom catsup, too, is often used for flay- 
oring and is usuaily liked. Meats and 
, Soups should not be highly seasoned and 
just a tiny bit of herb or a dash of 
fiavoring powders is generally suffici- 
fonts Cold cooked beef, pork, mutton, 
|fowl or fish left over from previous 
meals may be utilized and made up in- 
to appetizing dishes which would ney- 
er give a hint of a former appearance. 

A nice way to utilize cold meats which 
can be thiniy sliced \is (to dip the slices 
in egg, roll in corn meal or fine, crisp 
bread crumbs and fry in the gravy left 
over with the addition of some fat, 
either butter or drippings. ‘Lhis served 
with mashed potatoes is very good. 

Delicious meat pies or dumplings may 
also be made of cold meats. Makea rich 
{biscuit dough and roil out balf an inch 
thick into a pie tin. Spread the top 
with melted butter and place another 
layer of the dough on it. Bake in a 
hot oven. Have the meat chopped and 
put it into a stewpan with the gravy 
left or with enough milk to moisten it. 
Season as desired and thicken with a 
little flour. When the biscuit is baked 
split it and spread the hot mixture’ be- 
tween and serve hot. Another way is 
to roll out the rich dough or crust thin, 
and cut into small pieces. Spread 
@ spoonful of the meat mixture in toe 
center of each piece, foid up and pinch 
the edges of the crust together and 
steam or bake for from twenty to thirty 
minutes. If there is any gravy left put 
it in a stewpan with enough milk to 
make a desired quantity. Season with 
butter, salt and pepper and thicken 
with a very little tlour. Vhis can be 
poured around the dumplings or served 


in a separate dish as desired. ° 

All kinas of meat, and also fish, may 
be chopped fine, seasoned as desired, 
mixed With an egg lor every Lwo cup- 
luis of meat and little milx and crisp 
tine bread crumbs. ‘he mixture may 
thea be roiled into balls or cakes and 
fried in hov fat.

Teas and 
other ‘staple lines of groceries re- 
main dull. Dry goods orders are re- 
ported moderately numerous, but are 
asa rule small in extent, and show 
that careful buying is being practised, 
Dealers in raw wool, are not apparent- 
ly anxious to push sales, in view of the 
unsatisfactory state of woolen manufac- 
turing interests, and a second cargo of 
Cape wool, for Montreal account, just 
arrived in Boston, is likely to go into 
store in that city. Boot and shoe man- 
ufacturers are now making active de- 
livery of spring foot-wear, on orders 
booked durmg the fall and winter, but 
are not very large buyers of leather 
at the moment. alues in this latter 
line, however, tend to strengthen in 
sympathy with the general strong tone 
of the hide market. Pig iron, bars, 
etc., still move slowly, but for plates 
of various kinds there is more enquiry, 
with considerable stiffening of prices; 
Canada plates have advanced 20 cents 
a box, and of certain sizes there is de- 
cided scapeity, coke tins and  ‘lerne 
plates are also in limited supply and 
dearer. Out nails have been reduced 
15 cents a keg as a result of the man- 
ufacturers’ meeting last week. Dairy 
products arc quiet; some few parcels 
‘of new fodder cheese have come to hand, 
realizing 10 to 10 1-4c, it is said, but 
these figures would not hold were any 
quantity to offer. The money market 
is unaltered, call funds being readily 
available at 4 per cemt. in al) quar- 
ters, and the discount rate 6 to 7 per 
cent.

General business at Toronto is hard- 
ly as active at the present time as 
merchants had anticipated. In some 
lines there is reported an improvement, 
while in others the movement is limit- 
ed. Dealers, however, are hopeful that 
the turn for the better will come soon. 
The number of business failures 1s 
smaller than for several weeks, and the 
prevailing sentiment ; thas improved. 
Many weak houses have been weeded 
out, and the easy money market will 
be of advantage to manufacturers, The 
export trade of Camada for the past 
fiscal year was the largest in her his- 
tory.

OUR BEST CUSTOMERS 


EXPORTS TO GREAT BRITAIN IN 
PREPONDERANCE, > 


Detalis of Canada’s Foreign Trade—The 
Countries That Bay Most From Us— 
Those That Buy Leuat. 


A despatch from Ottawa says:—The 
official returns of the trade of Canada 
for the last fiscal year were made pub- 
lic a couple of months ago. Fuller de- 
tails are, however, obtainable from the 
statements since compiled for Parlia- 
ment by the Customs Department. The 
tables showing the movement of our 
trade with our various foreign custom- 
ers are perhaps the most interesting, 
They show that Great Brilain is pre- 
eminently Canada’s best market at pre- 
sent. Our sales to the Mother Coun- 
try during the last fiscal year were 50 
per cent. larger than our sales tothe 
United States. As recently as 1889 the 
Americans were our best purchasers. 
Their hostile legislation, coupled with 
the efforts of the Canadian Government 
to develop British trade, has welded 
the commerical interests of England 
and Canada more solidly together. Ger- 
many and I'rance buy comparatively 
little from us, and do an increasing 
trade wilh their own goods in this 
country. Indeed, it is the German 
manufacturer who is the bete noir of 
Canadian producers as the evidence 
before the ‘lariff Commission has 
shown. We import largely from Japan 
and China, chiefly teas and silks, but 
as yet have not found anything like 
a corresponding trade for Canadian 
goods in those countries. The coun- 
tries that buy from us more than they 
sell here are Great Britain, Newfound- 
land, South America, and Australia. 
The details of our foreign trade by 
countries are as follows:—

The 6s- 
timated population in 1891 was 4,843,256, 
and the census showed that the actual 
figures were 4,833,239. The estimates 
therefore came within ten thousand of

Year’s Vital Statistics. 


Interesting Figures ia the Provincial Report. 

Hon, E. J. Davis, Provincial Sec- 
retary, laid his annual report re- 
port regarding the statistics of births, 
tmaarriages and deaths for the year 
1895 on the table of the House on 
Monday last. 

In the counties of the Province, 
with the total population of 2,211,101 
there were 41,628 persons born dur- 
ing the year, the ratio being 18.8 
to the thousand. 

There were celebrated 13,987 
marriages, which means that 12.6 
persons in every 1000 took the mar- 
riage yows during the year. 

The number of deaths totals 22,- 
461, or 10.1 to the 1000. 

The number of births decreased 
423, the marriages 354, and the 
deaths only 77 from the figures for 
1894, 

The birth rate in Prescott and 
Russell was the highest, reaching 
29.8 to the thousand. Leeds and 
Grenville are at the bottom, with a 
rate of 11.8 to the 1000. 

Essex easily heads the list of mar- 
riages with a ratio of 15.6 ; Carleton 
comes next at 8.2 ; and Ontario low- 
est with 4.7 to the 1000. Carleton 
enjoys the questionable honor of 
leading in the death list with a ratio 
of 17.7, while Muskoka and Parry 
Sound have the best record, with but 
6.6 to the 1000. 

Of the towns the population of 
Berlin seems the most, prolific, the 
birth rate being 27.0, while Wood- 
stock comes at the bottom with 15.9. 
Niagara Falls, however, leads in 
marriages with a ratio of 17.2. In 
Toronto Junction there were only 
5.3 to the 1000, Peterboro has the 
unenyiable reputation of having 
the greatest ratio of deaths, or 14.9, 
and Sarnia the lowest with 8.4. 

The twelve highest causes of 
deaths in the province for 1895 and 
the number of deaths from each are 
as follows : Phthisis, 2472; pre-natal 


period (still-birth), 2266 ; old age, 
2058 ; pneumonia, 1551 ; diphtheria, 


942 ; cholera infantum, 863 ; valvu- 
lar diseases, 843; paralysis, 784; 
typhoid fever, 588; convulsions, 
550 ; bronchitis, 504; accidents and 
wounds, 462. 

Of the births 21,621 were males 
and 20,006 females Of these 587, 
or 1 in every 71, were illegitimate ; 
there were 355 cases of twins and 
12 cases of triplets. 

Of the perons married 9813 were 
Methodists, 5866 were Presbytert: | 
ans,4373 were Anglicans, 4023 were}

MORE VEINS AT HAND. 


Off a little way to the west the Man- 
ager says he has located another good 
free-milling vein which he proposes to 
workin time. ‘Two hundred feet or so 
to the eastward is a wide ledge. which 
shows evidence of the presence of iron 
in the rusty discoloration of the rock, 
Blasting is going on now to ascertain 
whether this is not w big vein of mis- 
pickel or arsenical iron, carrying good 
gold yalue. the class of mineral upon 
_which the Deloro mills are éxperiment- 
ing. There is every reason to believe 
that this is the case. If so, the yein 
contains probably a creat amount of 
wealth, as it is quite wide, according to 
all indications, and has been traced for 
more than _& mile through adjoin- 
ing properties. There is also some 
probability that the free-milling yein 
and the arsenical vein will meet lower 
down, ‘This offers just one more reason 
why it was not wise to be in great haste 
about erecting a mill until something 
definite had been ascertained about the 
quanity of rock present suitable for that 
kind of reduction.

An ore which has been found, but in 
very small quantities. In Hastings 
County is what is known.as tellurite 
ore, also called teliuric ocher, a subada- 
Wnantine white or yellow tellurium 
dioxid, crystallizing in the orthorhoi- 
bie system. ‘Tellurium isa non-metal- 
lic element of rare occurrence either 
native or in combination with metals. 
It occurs principally in Transylvania, 
Hung California, Virginia, Boliyis 
and Braz This ore is. said to be very 
deceptive, and only an expert can show 
the slightest trace of gold in it, but 
nevertheless it has shown to assay over 
$50,009 to the ton. Only very small 
samples have been found in the county.

WEIGHING A LOCOMOTIVE. 


A Teast to Determine How Much It Loses by 
Wear. 

A peculiar scientific experiment has 
been made with the famous engine No. 
870 of the New York’ Central Railroad 
at the shops at West Albany. Some 


‘months ago this large engine, which in 


the opinion of many well-informed rail- 


was taken into the shops and complete- 


ly overhauled. It was taken apart com- 
pletely, and evory part of the engine 
from the massive driving wheels to the 
very smallest bolt and nut, was sep- 
arately weighed. The heavy portions 
were weighed in the shops and the 
small parts were taken to a Watervliet 
avenue pharmacy, where they were 
weighed on the pharmacist’s scales, 

The greatest care was taken by the 
machinists under the direction of Mast- 
er Mechanic Buchanan to sew that the 
weighing was accurate. When every 
part of the engine had been weighed 
a force of the best skilled mechanics 
were put at work to reassemble the en- 
gine. ‘When it was complete again it 
was put into active service. ' 

A short time ago the engine was tak- 
en back to the shops and mechanics 
were put to work dissecting’ it again. 
Once more every part was weighed. The 
scales of the pharmicist was brought in- 
to service again. When every portion 
had been weighed the record was com- 
pared with the former one. Then Mast- 
er Mechanic Buchanan knew just’ how 
muoh the engine had lost in weight 
through the wear of a known amount 
of work. The records of the weights 
of the separate parts also showed which 
parts were subjected to the most wear.

Sniffs War in South Africa. 


Royal Irish Regiment Under Orders, and 

Commanders of Indian Regiments Said 

to Have Been Notified. 

New York, March 14.—The Sun’s 
London special says: It is announced 
to-day that a month hence the 
Royal Irish Regiment, one of the 
finest corps in the British army, will 
sail tor South Africa, nominally to 
relieve certain troops in Cape Colony 
and Natal, but it is really to be a 
reinforcement. The garrison is al- 
ready largely in excess of normal 
requirements.

Mr. Hillier is an uncle of 
the mother of Mrs. John McBain, of 
Madoe village, which will giye a 
fair idea of the remarkable age to 
which this old couple have lived:— 

A remarkable honshold, indeed, is 

that of Mr. and Mrs. Jacob Hiller, 
nestled in an almost unbroken soli- 
tude in the forests of Michigan, near 
the little town of Elkton. ‘“ Grand- 
pa” Hiller has lived to celebrate the 
107th anniversary of his birth, while 
his faithful wite is but two years 
his junior. Eighty-seven years ago 
next April this venerable couple 
were married. For many years be- 
yond the allotted time of man they 
have shared their pleasures and 
sorrows as man and wife, and are 
still as loving as the most ardent 
bride and groom of to-day. “Grand- 
ma” smilingly declares that they 
are still enjoying their honeymoon 
—nearly a century of wedded bliss. 
The couple came to Michigan from 
Canada in 1861. Mr. Hiller was

Remedy for Damp Walls. 

The process consists in using two 
washes or solutions for covering the 
surface of the walls—one composed of 
castile soap and water, and one of alum 
and water. The proportions are three- 
quarters of a pound of soap to one gal- 
Jon of water, and haifa pend of alum 
to fonr gallons of water, both substan- 
ces to be perfectly claan and dry, and 
the temperature of the air not above 25 
degrees Fahrenheit when the composi- 
tions are applied. : 

The first, or soap wash, should be laid 
on when boiling hot with a flat brush, 
taking care to form a froth on the brick- 
work. This wash should remain twenty- » 
four honrs, so as to become dry and 
hard before the second or alum wash is 
applied, which shold be done in the 
same manner as the first. The temper- 
ature of this wash y, hen applied may be 

60 or 70 degrees Fahrenheit, and this 
also should remain twenty-four hours 
before a second coat of soap wash is put 
These coats sre to be applied al- 
ternately until the walls are made im- 
pervious to water. The alum and soap 
thus combined form an insoluble com- 
pound, filling the pores of the masonry 
and entirely preventing the water from 
entering the wall.— Architect and 
Builder.

Disastrous Fire. 


Haines & Lockett’s Beautiful Store Burned. 


The handsome store of Haines & 
Lockett, wholesale and retail boot 
and shoe dealers, . Belleville, was 
destroyed by fire last week together 
with about all its contents. The 
building from the cellar upward 
was completely gutted, the roof fell 
in and the interior was a mass of 
ruins. The first floor is well pre- 
served, and the stock of boots, shoes 
and rubbers in the cellar are only 
damaged by water. 

The Bethel Hall, which was over 
the store, was burnt together with 
its furniture consisting of chairs, an 
organ and other fixtures were de- 
stroyed, on which there is no in- 
surance. 

Mr. Lockett said he could give no 
account of how the fire originated. 
He said he valued the stock at $40,- 
000. A large consignment of the 
spring stock had just arrived and 
had not been distributed. There is 
an insurance of $30,000 on the stock 
and *1,000 on the fixtures. The 
building is owned by Mr.J.J Haines 
and is insured for $5000 together 
with plate glass and elevator which 
brings the amount up to $5450.

Not Ready for an Election. 


Government Will Meet the House Another 
Session. 


Toronto Star :—Though the signs 
of the times point to a speedy clec- 
tion for the Local Legislature, it is 
hardly probably that the Govern- 
ment will go to the country until 
after another session. The party 
did caucus on the subject yesterday, 
but it is thought that even a year’s 
preparation would not be too long. 

The principal reason for beliey- 
ing that an election will not be 
ordered this summer is that the 
lists are not in order. The organ- 
izer’s message to the country, which 
was published a few weeks ago, 
had as his text, “ prepare the lists.” 

At the present time the Conserva- 
tives are perhaps better off. A re- 
vision is held by the township coun- 
cils in May, by the courts in Octo- 
ber, and it is not usually until De- 
cember that evervthing is in readi- 
ness. 

Accordingly,there is every reason 
to belieye now that no election will 
be held until the usual time, 


Some of the Toronto theaters have 
been gradually introducing the 
prize fight feature, but the city 
aldermen haye decided to sweep the 
play houses clean of that species 
of ruffianism. ‘There is no room in 
any part of Canada for the evolu- 
tion of the pugilist instincts, even 
though it bears the somewhat tak- 
ing name of “the manly art.” 


We often hear it remarked and 
occasionally read it in print, that 
we ave too much governed but no 
systematic agitation for a change 
springs up. The Ontario Govern- 
ment takes the lead in that reform 
by commencing the experiment 
with the city and county councils. 
The first test of the experiment was 
a fayorable verdict, hence, the good 
work should go on and useless ex- 
penditure everywhere lopped off 
As none of the legislatiye bodies 
are likely to commit suicide by 
abolishing themselves, our practical 
thinkers should name the next ab- 
solute branch that can be remoyed 
in the public interest. 


The recent goyernment returns 
give the death rate of the Province 
of Ontario for last year as ten and 
one-tenth per thousand of our in- 
habitants. That is evidence of a 
vigorous race and healthful climate. 
With these figures it is easily seen 
what life insurance could be con- 
ducted for if it were not for the ab- 
normal expense of management. 
An annual preminm of only $10 
would insure eyery person in the 
provinces including’ all the babies, 
consumptiyes, octogenarians, erip- 
ples, halt and blind, for $1,000 at 
death. An insurance company that 
presumably takes nothing but 
ealthy lives ought to have a much 
lower death rate still hence should 
be able to give $1000, insurance 
for $7.00 or less. Sinee the aver- 
age annual premium on a policy in 
an instance company is about $30 
for each $1,000 insurance, we see 
how much is paid out for salaries, 
rents, adyertising and commission 
fo agents,

Disease in the Lumber Camps. 


Government to Make Sanitary Improvements 
at Owner's Expense. 


During the coming week Hon. I. 
J. Davis will introduce in the 
Legislature his new bill relating to 
sanitation in the unorganized dis- 
tricts of Ontario. The bill has been 
prepared by Dr. Bryce and is espec- 
ially designed to get rid of the epi- 
demies of contagious diseases which 
have in the past broken out in lum- 
ber camps. In these districts no local 
boards of health exist and anything 
that has been done by way of im- 
proyement has been at the expense 
of the Province. Tne new Act will 


empower the Governinent to step in 
and make sanitary improvements 
at the expense of the proprietors of 
lumber camps. 


AS TO LUMBER CAMPS, 


The Act will force all owners of 
lumber camps to provide a reason- 
able space for every man employed 
to live in. Many of the camps have 
in the past been as crowded as the 
black hole of Caleutta. The sleep-) 
ing apartments must contain a 
reasonable number of cubie feet of 
air for each man, and failing in this 
the proprietor can be compelled to 
put in mechanical fans to purify 
the atmosphere or to enlarge his 
camp. 

The water supply of the camp as 
well as its sanitary arrangements 
shall be subject to the approval of 
an inspector, who may or may not 
be some local physician appointed 
by the Goyernment. 

In ease of an outbreak of infeeti- 
ous disease in a eamp the proprietor 
of it is to be compelled to make pro- 
per arrangements for isolation and 
attendance and must report the case 
within twenty-four hours to the 
Medical Health Officer, said official 
to be hereafter appointed. No in- 
fected person shall be allowed to 
leave the camp during an epidemic. 
The law will apply to mining 
camps and sawmills as well as to 
lumber camps.

| THR DERDS OF A HERO 


THE BRAVEST MAN SIR HENRY 
CHADS EVER CAME ACROSS. 


Exploits ofa Wandering American Seaman 
Named Reed, as Soon by a British Naval 
Onicer b] toMand Pights with 
Pirates. 

Sir Henry Chads, a well-known Eng- 
lish naval officer of the early part of 
the century, was wont to say that, of 
all the many brave men he had met 
in the course of a career which for 
thirty years had been a serles of hard 
| fights, dangerous expeditions, and ex- 
citing events, the bravest was an Amer- 
ican sailor named Reed. 

Chads used to distinguish between 
courage and bravery, holding that one 
was a mental and the other a physical 
characteristic, and he oredited Reed 
with the physical quality. It may be 
asserted that he was qualified to judge, 
for he was himself a man of undaunt- 
ed temperament and could fight a los- 
}ing battle as well as a winning one. 
Those who are familiar with the history 
of the Constitution may recollect the 
| fight between that vessel_and’ the Ja- 
‘va. The Java was the inferior in 
weight of metal and tonnage to the 
extent of about one-fourth, and when 
her Captain was killed Chads, then a 
Lieutenant, fought her bravely, despite 
the hopelessness of the attempt, un- 


til she was a helpless log. Commodore 
Bainbridge, who was as gallant a gen- 
tleman as he was a brave and skill- 
ful seaman, returned to Chads_ the 
sword just surrendered, and compli- 
mented him on the quarter deck of 
the Constitution, on the magnificent de- 
fence made his crew and himselt. 

Reed, the man who commended him- 
self to Chads by his 

SUPERB PHYSICAL COURAGE, 
had been, it appears, a gunner on board 
of the Constitution during the fight 
with the Java. Some years after he turn- 
ed up in the East Indies where Chads 
was then stationed in command of a 
British frigate, the Andromache. How 
Reed came to be on board the Andro- 
mache is not exactly plain., but that 
he must have signalized himself insome 
way is evident, for when Chads was 
designated by the Indian Government 
to take charge of an expedition against 
the swarms of Malay pirates who at 
that time infested the Straits of Mal- 
acca and the adjacent waters, Reed held 
the rank of bo’sun’s mate, and was one, 
of Chad's crew. ’ 

The Straits at that time swarmed 
with pirates. No unconvoyed vessel 
was safe, and attacks upon and loot- 
ing of small trading settlements on the 
mainland were not uncommon. There 


=| was no Admiralty Court at Singapore, 
| and all legislation regarding the Straits 
Settlements had to emanate from the 


Bengal Government, at that time no- 
toriously and shamefully inefficient; 
consequently piracy had practically a 


free hand. When Chads arrived at 
Penang he laid his plans, which neces- 
sarily consisted in the main of boat 
expeditions starting from a point onthe 
mainland called the Ding-dings. 

‘lhe first-boat expedition was made uy 
of a pinnace and two cutters very wel 
manned and armed. Reed was chief gun- 
ner on the pinnace, which carried a 
12-pound cannonade. Nothing came of 
his first expedition, and a second,much 
the same in make-up as the first, was 
despatched when the Andromache an- 
cbored off the Arroa Islands, and it 
was here that in a succession of’ 


HAND-TO-HAND FIGHTS 
of the most desperate kind the Ameri- 
can sailor earned Chad's eulogium, 

The pinnace had separated from the 
cutters and the joyboat and entered 
a small oréek which proved to have no 
outlet save the one by which the pin- 
nace entered. A short way up stream, 
round a bend, two large proas were en- 
countered fully manned and armed, and 
a sharp fire of grape and langridge sal- 
uted the pimnace. The first discharge 
bowled Gore, in command, over and 
knocked Reed's cap off; but although 
the two" proas swept directly toward t 
pinnace with the intention of boardin 
Reed held his fire till a collision seem 
ed unavoidable. But in the nick of 
time, just when the gun could rake the 
foyemost proa end by end, the cool sail- 
or trained and fired. ‘The slaughter 
was tremendous. ‘The proa slewed 
around and the pinnace crashed into 
her, cutting her clean in two amid- 
ships, and the water was alive with 
her crew, With astonishing rapidity, 
Reed had reloaded with langridge, and 
as the second proa came on he raked her 
about three-fourths on end for end. 

Just then a fresh danger threatened, 
for the second proa passed so close that 
at least twenty Mal were able to 
leap aboard the pin . The fight was 
short and sharp. O'Callaghan, a mid- 
dy, second in command, reported after- 
ward that Reed had saved his life by 
intercepting a kriss-thrust meant for 
him while himself hotly eng d with 
a Malay. Evidently the Ame in was 
not satisfied with one antagonist. This 
tirst boarding attack repelled, the proa

A Greek mail steamer plies weekly 


between Piraeus, the seaport of Ath- 
ons, and the island of Crete, and trav- 
ellers who miss it, and who do not 
care to wait a week longer, usually 
take passaye on one of the many smalh 
Greek freighters. These freighters 
touch first at the island of Syra, the 
ancient Hermopolis and the residence 
of the Governor of Cyclades Islands. 
After a day in port there they pro- 
ceed to Crete, touching at the islands 
of Naxos, Paros, and Siphnos, the whole 
trip lasting threo and one-half days, 
The harbor of Canea, tho destination 
of the vessels, is protected by a well- 
preserved fortress, one side of which 
extends down to the edge of the wa- 
ter. The eastern side of tho fort is 
about 1,500 feet long, the southern side

s the western end there is a fortress 
ae with a few old-fashioned guns. Al- 
— though the harbor of Canea is larger 


than that of Candia or Retimo, it is 
very shallow and can accommodate 
only small vessels. Large ships usu- 
ally anchor in the bay uf Souda, which 
is divided into upper and lower bays. 
The harbor of Souda is, strictly de- 
fined, the upper bay, being five miles 
long and one mile and three-quarters 
wide, with a depth of 450 feet. On 
4 small island at the entrance of tha 
harbor is a fortress with twelve Krupp 
guns. On the sauthern shore of the 
harbor is ths ‘Mediterranean navy 


On the southern coast of Crete thera 
are fow settlements of any importance, 
The only noteworthy post ia the har- 
bor of Fair Havens, mentioned in the 
Acta of the Apostles, chapter 27, versd 
8, in whioh tho vessol carrying St. Paul 
to Malta found refuge. Vessela to-day 
usually seok refuge in the same port 

IN BAD WBRATHER, 

here are but a fow small houses at 
Fair Havens, and these are ocoupied by 
Turkish’ officials stationed there to re- 
port on the Aga of Deaki, the chief 
Village of the district, the passing of 
vessels. These officials have little to 
do, On the east side of the bay there 
are the ruins of tho old Greek chapel 
dedicated to St, Paul; legend has it 
that the chapel was built on the spot op 
which the Apostle stood when hae 
preached to the natives of Creto. 

No island has ao healthior or more 
agreeable climate than has Crote. In 
tha hottest days of summer refreshing 
sea breezes are seldom lacking, anc 
winber, which begins in December, ends 
abouti the latter part of January. Tho 
rainy season often continues until late 
‘in April, but it very seldom rains in 
the summer. 

A chain of mountains divides the is+ 
land into what are called the northern 
and southern slopes. One-third of the 
island consists of rocky slopes; anothes 
third has a good ‘soil, which remains 
uncultivated for want of farm hands; 
and the other third is cultivated only 
rudely for the same re. The cul- 
tivation of fruit remains as it was 
centuries ago. The want of progress 
is owing to the repeated acts of in- 
justice committed against the Chris- 
Uan farmers by the Turkish tax-gath- 
erers. {Olives and their oil are the 
staple products of Crote. Valleys 
from one end of tho island to the other 
are covered with olive trees. Next 
to the olive industry comes that of the 
vines producing many varieties , of 
grapes, ratsins, and wine. Orchards 
of orange, lemon, citron, and almond 
trees abound in the valleys, while 
chestnut and fig trees are found at the 
base of the mountains. A peculiarity 
of all Cretan products is their ex- 
quisite flavor, which they retain long 
after they are gathered and shijpj 
It is the opinion-of the oldest™and 
informed elan merchants that, with 
proper facilities for transportation of 
products to the seaports, and a guar- 
antee against misrule and arbilrary 
taxation, Crete could 
PROVIDE ALL EUROPE 


with oil and fruits of several kinds, 

Like Cuba, Crete has always found 
her curse in the beauties with which 
nature has endowed her. Since the 
island was left by the Venetians to the 
Turks in 1715 no fewer than nine re- 
volutions have taken place among its 
people. Each time the revolt was 
precipitated by Turkish tyranny. The 
most remarkable feature of all theso 
revolutions is that in no instance have 
the Cretans been forced by defeat to 
lay down their arms. Their disarm- 
ing has been due always to the inter-~ 
vention of some “friendly power” which 
wished to give an opportunity to the

yard of Turkey, It is in this harbor 
thati most of the European men-of-war 
sent to Crete find safe and comfort- 
able anchorage. 

The city of Canea, being the seat of 
the Governor-General, has clean strets, 
fine houses, and some public buildings 
of considerable pretensions, such as the 
Governor’s headquarters and the Court 
House, both of which are of modern 
construction, ‘The mulitary hospital, 
two armories and the health office also 
are fine structures. ‘The population | 
of the city is estimated at 14,610, of 
whom 4,750 are Greeks and 9,500 Turks, 
160 Isrealites, and 200: Roman Catholics. 
Nearly every European Government is 
represented by either a Consul or a 
consular agent. Most of these repre- 
Sentatives live in the small town of 
Halepa, about half an hour's walk from 
Canea. } 

Halepa becanie quite famous on ac- 
count) of the well-known treaty of 1878 
that was signed there by the Cretan 
plenipotentiaries and the Sultan's en- 
voys. On lofty grounds, covered with 
olive, pomegranate, and almond trees, 
commanding an excellent view of Hale- 
pa and the country arotind it, there

OTTOMAN TOWER OF HALEPA, 
built by the Janizaries. It is well for- 
tified, and has been a refuge for 'Turk- 
ish families in revolutionary times. 

The Turkish quarters of Canea are 
around the Spaunzia square.

But for 
“friendly” foreign intervention Crete 
would have secured her independence

t present there is no man more 
trusted by the Cretans than the Grand 
Old Man of Crete, old Costa Veloudakes, 
the permanent President of the Revo- 
lutionary Assembly, and a scion of one 
of the oldest families of the island. He 
has just celebrated his ninety-fifth 
birthday. He has taken part in 

EVERY REVOLUTION 

on the Island during his time. In the 
eight-year revolution of 1821 he was 
at the head of a strong Cretan force, 
having distinguished himself by liber- 
ating sixty-eight Cretan women held 
in bondage in a Turkish fortress. He 
is a man of few words, but whenever 
he speaks his utterances carry great 
weight. His courage is proverbial, 
At the battle of the Fountains in 1866 
he was fighting beside his two sons 
when a bullet ‘killed one of them. 
Without flinching he gave orders to 
carry the dead iar the battlefield; 
he continued fighting until the enemy 
were repulsed. In 1878 he waa pro- 
claimed Commander-iu-Chicf of all the 
revolutionary. forces on the island, and 
was subsequently selected with two 
other Gretans to proceed to the Ger- 
man cap , during the drawing of the 
Berlin treaty, to lay before the repre- 
sentatives of ihe powers the claims of 
the Cretans. 

To give evidence of the low esteem 
in! which Turkish promises are held by 
the Cretans it is necessary only to 
quote the remarks recently made by 
ono of the inost conservative members 
of the Cretan Revolutionary Commitee. 

“Turkish firarms,” he said ‘‘grant- 
ing reforms reminds me of the story of 
the schoolboy caught in mischief by 
his teacher. and then resorting to all

Magistrate's Court. 

Three complaints were made against 
J. N. Scribner, who has been in this 
neighborhood for some months selling 
what it was understood by the pur- 
chasers to be patent regulations for a 
new spring bed, but which, upon exam- 
ination of printed agreements under 
seal turned out to be for what is claimed 
ag an invention with certain rights 
“ when patented.” 

The first complaint was by Wm. T. 
Gray, near Lakefield, for wages. He 
claimed to have worked by the month 
for $26 nd expenses, amount claimed 
$55. He got judgment for $40 and 
costs and took notes for payment, 
Scribner paying the cost. 

The second was by Joseph Chambers 
also for wages. His claim was for 
$23.80. He got judgment for that 
amount and paid his own costs as he 
had made no legal demand, 

The defence in both cases was that 
the parties made no sales. The answer 
to that was that no sales could be made 
as there was no patent as had been 
represented, McMahon, lawyer from 
Belleyille, appeared for the defence. 

The third complaint was by one’. I. 
Doolittle, vf Colborne, who swore out a 
warrant on a charge of fraud and mis- 
representation in selling certain dis- 
tricts in which to operate to sell the 
Rights, Complainant swore he had 
made statements that he (Scribner) had 
the patent in Canada and in the United 
States, that acting on that and further 
assurances ho had purchased the terri- 
tory paying out in cash and notes some 
$450 and it eventually turned out, the 
complainant said, that there was no 
patent. Warrant was issued and Scrib- 
ner arrested. On the preliminary ox- 
amination it appeared that all the talk 


had been put into an agreement under 
seal signed by both parties in which 
Scribner really only conveyed his in- 
yention with a clause to extend the 
length of time when pean ee that 
patent set forth, McMahon for Scrib- 
ner, This was in the evening, both 
asked time to consider until morning 
when Doolittle withdrew his complaint 
and paid costs,

His nearest neighbour is/

r. Fuller deposed tuat the cuts on 
the head were made by an axe or other 
sharp implement, and could not be 
self-inflicted. . Stewart and Mr. 
Davison deposed to finding the body, 
and Dr. Fuller stated that death was 
evidently caused by the blows on the 
head, any of which would have caused 
death. 

The jury put in a verdict in accord- 
ance with the facts, imputing murder 
to a person or persons unknown. 

A warrant was immediately issued 
for the apprehension of two tramps 
whose actions were very suspicious, 
and who were around yesterday after- 
noon. Constable Denison was imme- 
diately semt on the trail. 

It seems that the old man must have 
been murdered about one o'clock on 
Saturday, as he seems to have been 
in the act of making a fire for din- 
ner, and from whut people know of 
his habits, he evidently got his dinner 
between one and two o'clock. The 
murderer came behind, and used the 
axe with which the old man cut his 


wood, which was very sha and 
heavy. Saturday being muddy jhe 
murderer was tracked up to the house 


and back to the road and as far up 
the road as what is known as Deep 
Hollow bridge. He evidently wore 
rubber boots, which were badly, worn, 
as the heels are very: distinct, while 
the front part of the foot is spread 
out badly, as if there was not much 
sole on them. After committing the 
deed he logked the house. and threw 
the axe into some bushes ‘by the road- 
side. He evidently carried off the key, 
as it bas not been found. An _ impres- 
sion of his tracks has been taken, and 
will be produced as evidence. No mo- 
tive can pean bly be ascribed for the 
crime. The old man had no money and 
mo enemies. 

Excitement runs very high, and) if 
the murderer is caught it will go hard 
with him. A crowd quickly gather- 
ed, and blooked up every approach, so 
only meagre news can be obtained.

PANTELLARIA ISLE. 
Rumour That Britain, Will Become tts

Damages Claimed for Breach of Promise of 
Marriage—Death of Mr. Benjamin Gilbert. 


Belleville, Mar, 21. —Sarah Belch, 
of this city, has issued a writ for 
$5,000 damages against Samuel 
Smith, of Sophiasburg, for breach of 
promise of marriage, and the state- 
ment of claim will be filed in a few 
days.
